Two apparent reasons were cited for the widespread 
evacuations: Shanghai is too crowded, leading to excessive 
hunger and unemployment; and the peasants are needed to

Why all the talk about who has the 
right to investigate what? 

Rep. Denmark Groover of Macon has 
charged that the Fulton County Grand 
Jury, which recently was critical of some 
aspects of the state government, thereby 
exceeded its authority. 

Fulton County Sol. Paul Webb replied 
that the jury was within its rights and 
that the jurors were on firm ground when 
they signed their names to a presentment 
declaring there were some things on Capi- 
tol Hill that could be improved. 

If grand juries do not have the right 
to pry into the operations of the state 
government, who does? They are investi- 
gative agencies, the bloodhounds of the 
state courts and the judicial branch of the 
government. They are part of our system 
of checks and balances and, if we recall 
correctly, have looked into the conduct of 
state affairs before with beneficial results. 

As an alternative to the grand jury, 
we have the legislative economy commit- 
tee, which is doing a good job. But ac- 
cording to Mr. Groover, its chairman, this 
committee is interested in ethics and other 
matters only as they relate to economy. 

Grand jurors are interested in every- 
thing, economy, ethics, the prosecution of 
criminals and the protection of people’s 
rights. They are plain citizens and gen- 
erally have no axes to grind. Repre- 
senting as they do the people themselves, 
who is to tell them to stop?

The move is 
the first visible results of the lengthy con- 
versations concerning their release now in 
progress at Geneva. 

It seems obvious that these wily Chi- 
nese: intend to make us bargain for each 
individual. It would be interesting to 
know what concessions we are having to 
make. 

Lack of positive identification of some 
of those on the list leads to suspicion that 
more than 41 are being held. Certainly 
there has never been a satisfactory expla- 
nation of what happened to thousands of 
prisoners who simply disappeared during 
the Korean War. Whether any of these 
are being held as slave laborers or were 
murdered may never be known. 

Despite these reservations, release of 
the 41-known prisoners will be welcomed. 
It will do a great deal to establish an at- 
mosphere wherein negotiations over other 
Far Eastern matters will be possible. It

will ease some of the tension that even 
now threatens an Asiatic War. 


Red Chinese actions seem to indicate 
that now, at least, such a war would be as 
unwelcome to them as to us. And as little 
as we relish negotiating with the Commu- 
nist rulers of China, that seems to be the 
only alternative to such a war. As we've 
learned, however, any negotiations with 
them must be with cool heads and crossed 
fingers.

Cc yprus Dispute Serves 
Communist Pur poses 


Whether the Turkish riots over the 
Cyprus issue were inspired by Commu- 
nists or not, the situation is ready-made 
for Communist exploitation. The island is 
of vital importance to the whole struc- 
ture of Western defenses in the Mediter- 
ranean as it relates to Europe and the 
Middle East. 


Since the British gave up Suez, the 
island’s strategic importance has as- 
sumed even greater proportions. 

Cyprus has been a-trouble spot for 
centuries, essentially because of its 
strategic location. It has been admin- 
istered by Great Britain since 1878, first 
by agreement with Turkey and by direct 
annexation in 1914. 

Its population of 500,000 consists of 
400,000 Greek Christians and 100,000 
Turkish Mohammedans. Turkish customs 
and laws in general prevail. The Greek 
majority has been agitating for years for 
union with Greece. The British and the 
Turks have resisted. 

Greece and Turkey are the southern- 
most anchors of NATO. If the Commu- 
nists could use the current crisis to de- 
stroy these anchors, they would have 
achieved a major victory. If they suc- 
ceed in dislodging the British at the same 
time, the Mediterranean could become a 
Communist sea. That, of course, is the 
Communist objective in winning ultimate 
control of the entire area.

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U.S. Favors Peace 


Of ‘Mutual Terror’ 


WASHINGTON—While Harold E. Stassen was 
presenting the United States ‘‘disarmament”’ plan 
to the United Nations last week, the new secretary 


of the Air Force, Donald A. Quarles, made a speech in Philadelphia 


which illustrates “the revolution 


that has taken place in American 


official thinking on the ‘‘disarmament’’ question. 


Unfortunately, Quarles’ remarks 
were not widely distributed, though 
he made a clear and accurate 
presentation of the administra- 
tion's policy and made it to the 
air attaches of foreign missions in 
the United States, including the 
representatives of the Soviet, 
Czechoslovak, and Hungarian 
embassies. 

He told the air attaches in plain 
words that the United States was 
going to rest its security, not on 
the abolition of power but on the 
retention of . overwhelming _air- 
atomic power; not on ‘“‘disarma- 
ment’’ in the old-fashioned sense 
but on the capacity to retaliate; 
not on ‘‘banning’’ or ‘‘destroying’’ 
atomic bombs but on retaining 
them in. such quantities that no 
nation could hope to start a major 
war without being destroyed by 
atomic and hydrogen retaliation: 
not on international monopolies of 
atomic power or ‘“‘foolproof’’ in- 
spection systems but on mutual 
surveillance designed to prevent 
surprise attack by either side. 

Stassen, of course, has been 
saying the same thing to the Rus- 
Sians at the U.N. in private. There 
is no contradiction between his 
plan and Secretary Quarles’ bal- 
ance-of-power ductrine but because 
the U.N. keeps talking about a 
‘disarmament’? commission and 
“disarmament” plans, it is. still 
widely and erroneously assumed 
that the United States is thinking 
about one of the many systems 
for reducing arms to such a point 
that a major war is impossible. 

The objective of U.S. policy for 
the foreseeable future is not ‘‘dis- 
armament” at all but, at best, a 
“limitation of armaments’ and an 
alarm system which will give the 
Communists and the Western 
powers the opportunity of protect- 
ing themselves against a surprise 
atomic attack. 
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Quarles put this squarely on the 
record before the Soviet, Czecho- 
slovak, and Hungarian air attaches 
and urged them to come out and 
see for themselves that the United 
States had the means of conveying 
its new weapons to any target in 
the world. 

‘‘Neither the United States nor 
the free world is interested in an 
arms race with anyone,”’ he told 
them. “‘The balance we seek is not 
between free world air power and 
that of any potential opponent. We 
seek, instead, a balance between 
our air power and any opponent's 
temptation to aggression. 

“We believe that so long as we 
retain the capability to react to 
aggression with crushing force— 
regardless of how the aggressor 
could initiate war—we will have 
a convincing deterrent to war. 

“The free world must be sure 
that this deterrent capability is of 
such strength and flexibility that, 
even if it suffers a sudden atomic 
attack, it can still react with dev- 
astating power. Such capability 
does exist today in the free world. 
We intend that it shall exist in 
every foreseeable tomorrow, in 
fact until some other reliable 
basis for peace has. been 
achieved.” 

The government, after a decade 
of disillusio# and the failure to 
find a foolproof atomic detector, 
has gone back to the balance-of- 
power system, damned for.so long 
in the era from Wilson to Roose- 
Nelt. . 

The United States is assuming 
the essential wickedness and ac- 
quisitiveness of man in general 
and the Communists in particular. 
Quarles called it ‘‘peace through 
effective deterrence.”” Winston 
Churchill, who is better and brief- 
er at these things, cated it ‘a 
peace of mutual pre:

The “full dinner pail” is avyail- 
able today as an issue in 65 mil- 
lion jobs and high wages. That ar- 
gument, coupled with peace. still 
might be enough, as some Repyb- 
licans think. But the “‘full dinner 
pail’ now involves . much. more 
than it once did, due to the com- 
plications of the machine age, 


neglect of either is a peril to that 
prosperity. 

American business management 
has come to realize that the dis- 
charge of its social responsibilities 
in the area of social security, un- 
employment compensation and re- 
lated welfare measures is not only 
good for labor but good for busi- 
ness, They are here to stay and 
will certainly be expanded. 

Labor Day belongs to American 
labor but it will be well if it 
chronicles more of the identity of 
interests between management and 
labor than the conflicts. 

During the past two years Con- 
gress has passed more humani- 
tarian legislation than any time 
since the early days of the New 
Deal. 

The wave of strikes predicted for 
the past six months has not de- 
veloped principally because labor 
and management have reached 
wage settlements by methods short 
of strife.

profits are up. Employment is up 
3,000,000 over last year and the 
cost of living is down a half point.

The competition is keener. For 
the dullards in high school sel- 
dom go on to college! 


Thus, most college students 
have @ high IQ, so. they no 
longer enjoy the superiority in 
intelligence which they often pos- 
sessed over many of their gram- 
mar and high school classmates. 

College is “big league” stuff. 
You may stand out as a sand- 
lot player but when you join the 
New York Yankees, you must be 
tops. 

And so it is in college. Many 
students with high IQ, can coast 
through a small high school be- 
cause rmany of their classmates 
haven't an equal IQ. 

So the brilliant pupils get by 
with a minimum of study and 
homework. But in college, most 
are all high in IQ, so if a stu- 
dent with poor study habits slips 
a few days behind schedule, he 
may never be able to catch up.
